Forget the chaos of cooking for your big family The real Thanksgiving 
anxiety lies in conversing with them.

Wizard snoozer 


No more of those romantic shenanigans 
from “Harry Potter and the Half-Blood 
Prince.” With Dumbledore (Michael 
Gambon) dead, Harry (Daniel Radcliffe), 
Hermione (Emma Watson) and Ron 
(Rupert Grint) get serious in their efforts 
to at last defeat super-evil Tbu-Know-Who 
(Ralph Fiennes), who’s getting stronger and 
uglier— but not anymore interesting. 

The buzz: The seventh and final book 
in J.K. Rowling’s mega-zillion-dollar series 
was so hefty that director David ^tes and 
writer Steve Kloves divided the story in two, 
with the finale arriving in July Hopefully 
“Deathly Hallows: Part i” feels more tightly 
plotted than “Half-Blood Prince,” which 
thrived on lighthearted cheer that’s virtually 
absent from the latest and mostly humorless 
installment. 


The verdict: This “Potter’s” a plodder. 
Every magical term and new ability is either 
under- or over-explained, though there’s no 
defending the pointless Nazi allegory found 
in the Dark Lord’s goal of establishing a 
master race of “pureblood” wizards. Oc- 
casional moments, like Harry’s near-drown- 
ing, achieve the necessary intensity All the 
other action is just dry and/or incoherent, 
blending badly with awkward stabs at com- 
edy and main characters whose emotional 
terrain has become redundant. Rowling’s 
books are beloved for their richness. The 
boring, aimless “Part i,” with its increased 
array of people dully pointing wands and 
firing sparks at each other, feels like read- 
ing every other sentence from every other

From selling crack cocaine as a teenage hustler to becoming 
one of America’s richest rappers, Jay-Z writes about his life, 
decodes his music and explains hip-hop culture in his literary 
debut, “Decoded.” 

The Newark City native writes in the sometimes coarse 
language of the Brooklyn streets where he grew up, explain- 
ing how hip-hop was his generation’s way of telling the world 
what it was like to grow up in an urban “wartime.” 

“I lost people I loved, was betrayed by people I trusted, 
felt the breeze of bullets flying by my head. I saw crack ad- 
diction destroy families— it almost destroyed mine— but I 
sold it too,” Jay-Z, whose real name is Shawn Carter, writes 
in “Decoded.” 

“Guns were easier to get in the ’hood than public assis- 
tance. There were times when the violence just seemed like 
background music,” Jay-Z, who has won lo Grammy Awards, 
said of growing up in the 1980s and early 1990s. 

In “Decoded,” Jay-Z translates 36 of his songs and defends 
his regular use of the n-word, saying “it’s just a word.” 

“People give words power, so banning a word is futile, real- 
ly” he wrote. “The key is to change the person. And we change 
people through conversation, not through censorship.”
